British King Suppressed by the Po­ 


lice, Who Attacked the Crowd W ith 


Sabers and Finally Dispered It. 


Berlin, Feb. IO.— King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra have arrived in Ber­ 
lin in fulfillment of a promise made 
last sum m er and were w arm ly wel­ 
comed by Em peror William and the 
people of Berlin. 
A dem onstration by the unemployed 
here planned to coincide with the a r­ 
rival of the visiting m onarch was only 
partially 
successful. 
Several 
m eet­ 
ings of the unemployed were held in 
various parts of the city, after which 
those present formed in two proces­ 
sions and started to march to the pal 
ace, w hither King Edward had been 
escorted by E m peror William, and 
the town hall. 
T heir progress was in 
tercepted by the police. 
The crowd at 
first refused to be turned aside and 
the police attacked it with drawn 
sabers. 
Several men sustained saber 
wounds and others had to be arrested 
before the dem onstrants could be di­ 
verted and order restored. 
King Edw ard and Queen Alexandra 
received a h earty welcome trom the 
em peror and tile German people. The 
principal interest of the first day of 
the visit of the British m onarchs cen­ 
tered in the speeches of the em peror 
and the king, when proposing healths 
during the course of the gala ban­ 
quet a t the imperial palace. 
T he u t­ 
terances of both were of the mort cor 
dial 
nature, 
each 
emphasizing 
the 
peaceful sentim ents and the close re 
lationship of the two nations. 


Toasts the King and Queen. 


T he emperor, speaking in German, 
first offered a toast to the king and 
q.ieen. 
After expressing the sincere 
pleasure and satisfaction of the em ­ 
press and himself and his whole house 
which th e visit afforded them and ex­ 
tending a m ost cordial welcome to 
th e British sovereigns, the em peror r e ­ 
ferred to the ancient traditions and 
the 
close 
ties of relationship. 
He 
hoped that their stay, which unfor­ 
tunately would be brief, would leave 
only pleasant recollections. 
King Edw ard 
replied in German, 
first expressing thanks on behalf of

queen and himself for the wel­ 
come accorded them In Berlin.

Spectators W ill Have a Clear View at 
Any Tim e of 
the Cars 
Racing 
at 
Their Highest Speed— Whole Track 
to Be B rillian tly Lighted. 


Indianapolis Is soon to have the 
largest and most remarkable motor 
racing track In the world. 
Instead of 
Tieing circular or elliptical, It will 
double on Itself, and as a result the 
racers will he In full view of the grand 
stand almost constantly. 
Engineers are now at work staking 
off the course and arranging for the 
clearing of the ground. 
Active work 
ef building tho speedway will he be­ 
gun as soon as the weather will per­ 
mit, and not later than Feb. 15. 
The 
track and the entire grounds are un­ 
der contract to he completed by May 
15, so that the first public event may 
take place early in June. 
The speedway will be built on a 
tract of land known as the John Press­ 
ley farm, just northwest of Haugh- 
vllle and adjoining the county asylum 
grounds. The tract Is a mile long and 
half a mile wide. 
The entire cost of the speedway, 
with the grand stands and other build­ 
ings, will he nearly half a million dol­ 
lars. The speedway will consist of an 
outside track two milos in circumfer­ 
ence, fifty ajid sixty feet In width, 
with suitably banked turns that will 
allow a speed of more than IOO miles 
an hour. From this outside track runs 
an inside snakelike track three miles 
long, which will enable the promoters 
to give every style of combination 
track and road* racing in clear view of 
the grand stands. 
The general detail of the equipment 
will be far more complete than ever 
before attempted on speedways. The 
easy access to the city will enable the 
promoters 
to 
accommodate 
great 
crowds of people. 
The main grand stand will have a 
seating capacity of 35,000, and besides 
there will be twenty additional grand 
stands, each with a seating capacity of 
fifty, placed at different points about 
the speedway. The small grand stands 
will make It convenient for clubs to 
attend the meets In a body and have 
their own seating reservations. 
All the grand stands will he at an 
elevation that will enable those Inside 
to see all parts of the five mile course 
at any time. The track .will have the 
unique distinction of being the only 
speedway or racing course In the 
world where the spectators can see 
the cars at their highest speed at any 
time during their flights about the 
track. Arrangements will be made to 
park 1,500 private automobiles. 
The promoters say that the general 
plan of the track will insure the safest 
high speed racing. The plat of ground 
is level, and there will be no fences or 
buildings to obstruct the view of the 
spectators. 
The parking spaces and 
grand stands will be subdivided from 
the main grounds by wire fences, mak­ 
ing it Impossible for spectators to get 
on the track at any point. 
The entire course will be brilliantly 
lighted In order that twenty-four hour 
record trials may be given. The plans 
provide for 420 Independent electric 
arc lights furnished with reflectors 
stationed about the track and arrang­ 
ed In such a manner that the light will 
be thrown away from the eyes of the 
drivers.

are all Right 


The snow ceased falling here about 
midnight last night and 
the 
wind 
shifted to the northwest and continued 
to blow all night, causing the snow to 
drift badly. The evening train from 
St. Paul was over two hours late, 
getting in about 1:30 in the morning. 
The north bound M. & I. passenger yes­ 
terday afternoon lost considerable time 
between here and Bemidji, though it 
had two engines, and reached Inter­ 
national Falls at 2:30 this morning. 
All freights on that road and on the 
ake Superior and St. Paul division of 
the Northern Pacific railroad running 
to and from Brainerd are annulled to­ 
day. 
The telegraphic reports from Fargo 
are to the effect that the road west of 
there is open and trains are running 
with reasonable regularity, though the 
east bound passenger this morning was 
three hours and twenty minutes late 
because of delay of western connections 
at Staples. The mercury stood at 8 
below at Fargo this morning. 
No. 6 was delayed at Dillworth four 
lours, it being necessary to take the 
engine from the train to assist in extri­ 
cating a snow plow and engine which 
was stuck in the snow ahead of the 
train. 
Conductor J. W. Bush, who£brought 
the Minnesota & International passen­ 
ger train from International Falls to­ 
day, states that there was but little 
snow north of Bemidji, but from there 
down it was bad and was worse be­ 
tween here and Bemidji, than it was 
lere. They had two engines on and 
report bucking drifts six or seven feet 
deep near Mildred.

BUFFET AND THROUGH SLEEPER 


Passengers for Coast 
Points 


Will no Longer be Compelled 


to Wait at Staples 


The News-Tribune of today states 
that there will be marked |improve- 
ments on the Northern Pacific service 
on the Lake Superior division. 
That 
paper says: 
A party of prominent officials of the 
Northern Pacific road were in the city 
yesterday and spent the day looking 
over 'Duluth, accompanied by T. E. 
Blanche, the general agent. 
The par­ 
ty included: J. M. Hannaford, vice­ 
president in charge of traffic; C. M. 
Levey, vice-president in charge of ope­ 
rating, and F. G. Priest, general pur­ 
chasing agent. Mr. 
Hannaford said 
that a number of improvements in the 
passenger service will soon be made. 
Beginning May 23 the Northern Pa­ 
cific will install a [buffet car on the 
day trains between Duluth and Sta­ 
ples. This will be an improvement 
that will be much appreciated. 
On 
the same date a new system of operat­ 
ing the sleeping cars for the benefit 
of passengers between Duluth and the 
coast will be 
inaugurated. 
Passen­ 
gers, instead of having to 
change 
trains at Staples while going between 
Duluth and the coast will be spared 
that trouble in future. The sleeper 
will run through to Jamestown and 
the Duluth passengers west bound will 
simply move from this car to a through 
car of the same train. ' Homeward 
bound they w*ll enter £the Duluth car 
at Jamestown and come right through 
without having to change trains. The 
Duluth car will be hooked onto the 
west bound train at Staples and is 
dropped off there by the eastbound 
train. 
The Northern Pacific road is plan­ 
ning to erect a newjfpassenger sta­ 
tion at Staples. 
Mr. Hannaford says 
that it is the intention of the com­ 
pany to constantly improve the service. 
Finer and more modern equipment and 
faster schedules will be the 
policy. 
Two of the coast trains of the North­ 
ern Pacific road are electric lighted and 
this improvement will be extended to 
the other trains of this system."

The first horses of the western plains 
were probably brought there by the 
Spaniards. In 1545, almost fifty years 
before Jamestown was settled, Coro­ 
nado, the Spanish captain, was roam­ 
ing about the plains of New Mexico, 
Snd he tells of the dogs used by the 
Indians to haul their plunder on lodge 
poles, indicating that they had no 
horses at that date. 
In 1716 the Spanish again w’orked 
their way eastward across the plains, 
and their letters tell of the astonish­ 
ment of the Indians at seeing the 
horses they had with them. The ex­ 
pedition was constantly losing horses, 
and there is little doubt that the first 
droves of western horses originated 
from these strays. 
In the early days upon the plains 
they were a great pest to travelers. 
Woe lie unto the luckless camper who 
allow’ed a band of wild horses to get 
close enough to his gentle horses, 
turned out for the night, to sweep 
them off. It was almost useless to 
follow, for the call of the wild comes 
to the gentlest of horses when he is 
thrown with a band of his kind that 
have been born and raised free of all 
restraint.

The sleeper 
will run through to Jamestown and 
the Duluth passengers west bound will 
simply move from this car to a through 
car of the same train. ' Homeward 
bound they W'll enter ¿the Duluth car 
at Jamestown and come right through 
without having to change trains. The 
Duluth car will be hooked onto the 
west bound train at Staples and is 
dropped off there by the east-bound 
train. 
The Northern Pacific road is plan­ 
ning to erect a new—passenger sta­ 
tion at Staples. Mr. Hannaford says 
that it is the intention of the com­ 
pany to constantly improve the service. 
Finer and more modern equipment and 
faster schedules will be the policy. 
Two of the coast trains of the North­ 
ern Pacific road are electric lighted and 
this improvement will be extended to 
the other trains of this system.”
